What’s  in  a Name? 


“A  rose  by  any  other  name  would  smell  as  sweet,” 
according  to  Shakespeare,  but  the  title  of  Brigham  Young 
University’s  student  newspaper  continues  to  draw  com- 
ment from  those  acquainted  with  the  publication  during  its 
days  as  the  “Y  News.” 


The  Brigham  Young  UNIVERSE  is  the  third  title  for 
the  student  organ  since  its  first  issue  as  the  Wbdte  and 
Blue  in  1920-21.  The  paper  was  named  the  Y News  in 
September,  1921,  and  continued  until  1948,  when  it  ap- 
peared to  a startled  studentbody  as  the  Brigham  Young 
UNIVERSE. 

The  reasons  for  the  change,  according  to  the  paper’s 
editor,  Ken  Pace,  were  (1)  to  avoid  confusion  with  organs 
of  the  "YMCA  and  YWCA;  (2)  to  avoid  overworking  the  Y 
in  official  titles;  (3)  to  avoid  use  of  the  too-common 
“News”  as  a paper  title,  and  (4)  because  of  unique  quali- 
ties of  pronoimciation,  connotation,  and  identification. 

The  Brigham  Young  UNIVERSE  carries  the  school’s 
name  in  its  title,  a distinct  advantage  off  the  campus,  and 
the  implication  of  scope  concerning  news  coverage  on  the 
campus; 

Though  there  are  those  who  are  still  unaccustomed  to 
the  change,  the  UNIVERSE  has  found  its  way  into  the 
heart  of  the  University,  and  will,  under  present  policy, 
remain  unchanged.

LARAMIE,  WYO.,  (I.P.) — A new  “Chaperone  File”  has  been 
installed  in  the  Dean  of  Women’s  office  at  the  University  of  Wy- 
oming, listing  all  faculty  members  eligible  and  their  personal  de- 
sires, whether  they  be  chaperoning  formal  dances  or  prefer  other 
social  functions.  Cards  are  sent  to  each  faculty  member  to  be  filled 
out  and  returned,  in  case  they  are  interested  in  chaperonage. 


Announcing  the  new  social  program  h^re.  Dean  of  Women  E. 
Luella  Galliver  said  that  at  least  two  couples  of  chaperones  must  be 
present  at  social  functions.  Each  couple  is  issued  a “return  report’ 
to  be  filled  out  and  returned  to  the  Dean’s  office.  This  report  stres- 
ses whether  or  not  the  chaperones  were  pieased  with  the  conduct 
of  those  students  attending  the  function. 

Some  of  the  questions  on  the  report  sheets  include:  1.  Were 

you  provided  transportation?;  2.  Did  someone  take  your  wraps?; 
3.  Were  you  properly  introduced?;  4.  Did  the  students  who  were 
on  the  floor  committee  show  enthusiasm?;  5.  Were  you  asked  to 
exchange  dances?;  6.  Were  you  thanked  for  your  courtesy? 

The  chaperones  also  check  on  any  violation  of  University  rules. 
The  reports  to  the  Dean  of  Women’s  office  ask:  1.  Was  there  any 
use  of  intoxicating  liquors  or  beverages?;  2.  Smoking  on  the  dance 
floor?;  3.  Prolonged  absences  from  the  dance  and  the  building,  in- 
cluding occupancy  of  parked  cars? 

Social  groups  on  the  campus  are  allowed  to  choose  their  own 
chaperones,  if  they  are  approved  by  Dean  Galliver.  A detailed 
report  must  be  sent  in  by  the  group  giving  the  social  function.  These 
reports  contain  information  as  to  the  type  of  costume  to  be  worn, 
whether  or  not  there  will  be  corsages  given,  where  the  affair  will  be 
held,  the  time  it  is  to  begin,  and  the  names  of  members  of  the  floor 
committee.  ’This  report  must  be  in  the  Dean’s  office  before  the 
function  for  her  approval.

Discussed 
By  Hazlitt 

Henry  Hazlitt,  Newsweek  col- 
umnist, addressed  a lyceum  audi- 
ence  in  the  Provo  tabernacle, 
Monday  evening.  The  theme  of 
his  talk  was  “The  Positive  Value 
of  Free  Enterprise.”  Considering 
many  interesting  aspects  of  the 
capitalistic  system,  he  discussed 
reasons  why  socialism  and  com- 
munism are  impractical. 

The  fight  in  Korea,  he  said,  is 
only  part  of  an  ideological  war. 
There  are  two  economic  systems, 
voluntary  and  coercive,  and  be- 
tween them  Lenin  predicted  a 
struggle  to  the  end. 

'“Control  over  man’s  subsist- 
ence amounts  to  control  over  his 
will,”  said  Mr.  Hazlitt.  “To  any 
system  of  freedom,  law,  morality, 
and  faith  must  contribute.”
